Senator Fail in a lengthy n a r r a ­ 
tion of outrages in Mexico, held the 
interest of the senate aud gallery 
for more than three hours. 
Assail­ 
ing the policy of the administration 
as inadequate in the* situation and 
declaring President 
Wilson 
knew 
nothing about real conditions and 
had ueen mistaken in every act of 
his administration 
toward 
Mexico 
the New Mexico senator pleaded for 
intervention for protection in order 
to avoid inevitable war. 
< ’eminent s of Germ an Ihressj, 
Emphasizing the danger of W a r 
with a great foreign power unless 
something should speedily be done, 
Senator Fall referred to comments 
in the German press over the killing 
of the British subject by order of 
General Villa. 
He said: 
‘‘When the German 
press says 
that should a German citizen

m urdered in Mexico, Germany would 
not acquiesce like Great 
Britain, 
then I say to you senators there is 
imminent danger of a conflict be­ 
tween this country with which we 
should always be at peace.

Senator Shively, replying as act­ 
ing chairm an of the foreign rela­ 
tions committee, declared th a t Sen­ 
ator Fall's policy would mean actu­ 
al arm ed intervention and th a t in­ 
tervention meant war. 
He deplored 
that the situation had been thus dis­ 
cussed in the open senate, declaring 
that it would have a harm ful In­ 
fluence upon the attitude and tem ­ 
per of the people of Mexico.

PROTESTS AGAINST PROPOSED 
INCREASE IN FREIGHT RATES 


Chairman of Iow a Railroad 
C ]>in- 
inlesion Argues Against Advance of 
Rate* in Eastern Territory. 


Washington, March 9.— On (behalf 
of eight western states, Iowa, K a n ­ 
sas, Nebraska, Arkansas, 
Missouri, 
Oklahoma, North D akota and 
(South 
Dakota— and the national livestock 
association, Clifford Thorne, chair­ 
man of the railroad commission, of 
Iowa, today protested to the inter­ 
state commerce commission against 
the proposed advance 
of 
railroad 
freight rates in eastern territory. 
In arguing the proposed increase 
Mr. Thorne explained th a t his people 
"heartily favor the elimination of all 
free services and favored shippers.” 
Mr. Thorne contended th at until 
a physical valuation of railroad prop­ 
erties had been made the reasonable­ 
ness of retu rn s received by the roads 
could not be determined. 
"It is true,” said he, " th a t labor 
costs have gone up; th at some supply 
costs have gone u;*; and that some 
rates have gone down. 
On the other 
hand, m any supply costs have gone 
down and many rates have gone up.” 
"Last year,” he said, "their net 
revenues were more than a h u n d red 
million dollars greater than in 1 900. 
‘‘The railroads claim that 
their 
credit has been ruined and that their 
securities an* no longer attractive to 
investors. 
As a fact, their securities 
sell for prices as high as those of 
any other companies on the m a rk e t 
at the present time.”
